HUNGARIAN IS DEFIANT

LONDON. October 20 (by the Asso¬
ciated Press)..The abdication of
Emperor William and the crown

prince Is the only means of solving
the "terrible crisis." according to
opinions expressed by the Munich
Post, the Swaebische Tagwacht and
Frmnkiache Morgen Post, an Ex¬
change Telegraph dispatch from
¦Zurich says It Is added that the more

rapidly the abdication is brought
about the better for the country.
BERN, October 20 (by the Asso¬

ciated Press))..A resolution adopted
by the Bavarian socialists for the pur¬
pose of establishing courts for sen¬

tencing all persons guilty of or re¬

sponsible for outbreaks for the pro¬
longation of the war finds an echo in
the German socialist presp. Vorwaerts
(Berlin) says that these courts shall
begin work in the first weeks after
the conclusion of peace.

Divine Bight Idea Lingers.
The. Munich N'eueste N'achrichten

says that the question of the abdica¬
tion of the emperor is very much
commented upon in wide circles, and
scarcely one can see how the emperor,
who is filled with the idea of divine
rip'** will agree to this.
The independent socialist leaders,

Haase and Ledebour, were requested
to take part in the deliberations on
the German reply u> President Wil¬
son.

Hungarian Leader Defiant.
AMSTERDAM. October 19..Count

Karolyi, leader of the Hungarian in¬
dependent party, in the lower Hun¬
garian house today denounced the
monarchy's foreign policy, which he
said. ; o star ed the world war by
the dispatch of the ultimatum to Ser¬
bia. He declared he had learned from
Dr. Wilhelm Muehlon, former di¬
rector of the Krupp works, that Aus¬
trian diplomacy had deliberated on
the text of the ultimatum in the pres¬
ence of the German emperor, who as¬
serted he would "show the whole
world he was no puppet, and would
citrike terror into the universe."

'ihe situation mitcht .-.till have been!
saved in 1»14, continued Karolyi, if
Great Britain's proposal for a peaceful
settlement had been accepted. "The
rejection of the British proposal for
the occupation of Belgrade and a set¬
tlement of the entire Balkan question
at a European conference was striking
proof that he wanted war," said
Karolyi. "Our policy during the war
was worse than before the war. We
might have concluded peace times
without number, but we never trod the
path of sincere peace. When we saw
Germany would not yield and the en¬
tire world in revolt against Germany's
policy, we ought to have followed this
lead. Our monarch desired to take
this course, but he had a diplomatic
corps whose incapacity from the start
inade success impossible."

Calls U-Boat Policy Error.
The second fundamental mistake,

Karolyi asserted, was the intensifica-1
tion of the U-boat war.

U. S. AVIATORS MAINTAIN
.NIGHT PATROL AT FRONT

Attract Attention of Allied Airmen

Along the Mease by Utiliz-

, ing Searchlights.

WITH THE AMERICAN' ARMIES
KORTHWEST OP VERDUN, Sunday,
October 20 (by the Associated Press).
.American aviators, by inaugurating
night patrol3 along the Meuse, have
attracted much attention among the
airmen of other nations. Under the
present plan the air forces are always
subject to call from the front, where
observers or listeners report by wire
when the motor of a German airplane
Is heard approaching the American
lines.
As soon as one of these reports is

received the American searchlights
begin sweeping the sky. The Ameri¬
can night patrols arrive at the same
time. In event the German machine
Is located by the ray of a'searchlight
the American machines attack until
the enemy is downed or makes his es¬
cape.
On Friday night, when the system

was inaugurated, Ave aviators started
seeking any German machine that
might be about. When an American
searchlight picks up an American-
machine a prearranged signal is
given, eliminating danger that the
American might be shot down by his
own men. When the airmen are aloft
their airdromes are brilliantly lighted,
so that they may return without
trouble.

$1,432,374 IN 10 MONTHS
FOR RELIEF OF BELGIANS

3t<mey Spent by American Bed
Cross Provided Comforts for

< Soldiers and Befngees.

It! American Red Cross appro¬
priated no less than $1,432,374 for re¬
lief work in Belgium during the ten
months ended June 30 last. For the
last six months of the present year it
plana to spend $1,974,325 for the same

purpose.
These flgures are announced In a

summary of the report on the use

being made of the organization's war
fund Just made public by national
headquarters here. By the end of this
year the Red Cross will have appro¬
priated. since the war began, the sum
of SM7S.699 for aid to the Belgians.
fThe money spent in the te'n-month

period went to provide comforts and
medical assistance for Belgian sol¬
diers. 90.000 residents of that part of
the country then outside the German
lines and the 600.000 Belgian refugees
scattered through France, England.
Holland and Switzerland. .

The establishment of eighty-two oan-
teena which provide dally refresh¬
ments for 25.006 soldiers, the finan¬
cial assistance given to nine hospitals
that are combating disease among the
civilian population and refugee col¬
onies, the construction and support of
barraelts which shelter 400 children
and the maintenance of a home for
disabled Belgian soldiers are a few of
the things the Red Cross has done for
Belgium.
A portion of the report dteals with

Hna frlghtfulness and cruelty in shell¬
ing oat of existence various hospitals
located In unconquered Belgium. In
eaafc mm the Red Cross helped these
hereto institutions to find new loca¬
tions and baOd new plants.

refusal of the Austro-Hungarian
proposal, but Is clearly In conformity
with the principles of the right of
nationalities to self-determination
.»nd" frustrates the attempt of Aus¬
trian diplomacy to escape from its
present situation by a compromise
with President Wilson's principles.
The reply, the newspapers say. pro¬

nounces the death sentence on the
Hapsburg dictators. Several of the
newspapers invite the various na¬
tionalities to rebuild on the ruins or
the crumbling state.

Premier Lloyd-George in a cablegram
received at the united war work cam¬paign headquarters. "It glyes me the
greatest pleasure to testify that the
work has been conducted npon the
broadest lines ofservice.notmepely
to the gallant soldiers of the Araiy or
the great republic of the west, but to
all they could assist.
"The highest quality of character of

those conducting this work needs no
praise, but I affirm that ln my opinion
it would have been impossible to have
afforded the boys that ln3Pi,?tl°"
succor they need.and which they so
richly deserve.without the effort of
thft Y M. C. A.'
Herbert H. Asquith. who preceded

Lloyd-George as premier, gave a siml-
lar strong indorsement. !

helpful influence which that work
brings to bear upon the Uvea of those
who are brought into touch with it.'

Regaining Serbia.
SALONK1, Tuesday, October 15

(by the Associated Press)..Since the
offensive began on September 15, when
the French and Serbians stormed the
heights thirty miles east of Monastir,
later enlarging their gains in a fan-
shaped advance throughout Albania
and Serbia, two-thirds of Serbia has
been reconquered, with the enemy's
resistance steadily diminishing. The
occupation of Nish by French and Ser- |
bian forces resulted in the capture of j
an abundance of food, munitions and :

gasoline for an army which had pro¬
ceeded far from its base.
The resistance of the Bulgarian

army, officered by Germans, was firm
until the surprise capture of the
heights near Monastir, a position most
difficult to take owing to its natural
strength and the capture of which cut
the Bulgarian army in two.
This division has since been main¬

tained by the victorious French and
Serbian march through Serbia. An
Austrian general was captured near
Nish yesterday, and remnants of
three German divisions have been
identified among the prisoners.

Americans Saw fight.
American business men arriving here

from Sofia report that there was a
pitched battle in the streets during
tbe change in the Bulgarian ministry,
in which machine guns, cannon and
airplanes were eug^eu, anu u.a.uy per¬
sona killed. American business inter¬
ests!, especially tobacco, in the towns
of Kavala, Seres and Drama suffered
heavily during the two years of Bul¬
garian occupation, the persecution of
the Americans being stimulated by
opposing German business interests.
Seres, from a population of 24,000, has
shrunk to 6,000, according to consular
reports.
Communication between Soloniki

and Sofia is still possible only by
wireless and airplanes, except for a
long detour, owing to conditions on
the roads caused by retreating Bul¬
garians.
William D. Finger, an agent for an

American tobacco company, has just
returned from Sofia, after being on
tbe road eight daya He had been
held in Bulgaria against his will for
two years by the pro-.German Bul¬
garian ministers.

DAMAGE IS1 $5,000,000
Porto Bico Has New Mayor to Re¬
store Order.Police Force Labor¬

ers to Aid in Belief.

SAN JUAN, P. R., October 17 (Thurs¬
day).*.Latest estimates on the loss of
life in the recent earthquake which
shook Porto Rico place the total at
not more than 200, mostly at or near
Mayaguez. The property1 damage is
estimated at $5,000,000. Through train
service between San Juan and Maya¬
guez was resumed last night.
Because of unsatisfactory measures

taken to protect life and property at
Mayaguez, after the earthquake, Gov.
Yager has appointed a new mayor for
the town with instructions to pro¬ceed immediately to restore order
there. Until yesterday laborers in the
town demanded five times their regu¬lar wage for emergency and relief
work. They went to work, however,
when the chief of police Issued orders
that the men must work at reasonable
rates or face the consequences of
drastic police action.
The United States coast and geodetic

survey station at Vieqiifcz Island, off
the east coast of Porto Rico, reports
the cause of the earthquake as proba¬
bly due to a shifting of rock. Under
the pressure of the first shock the
seismograph pins became dislodged
and It took nine minutes to readjust
them. As a result, the station was
unable to make a record of the earth
shocks.

WRECKED CITY OF D0UAI
SHOWS VENOM OF HUNS

Retreating Germans Strew Streets
With All Kinds of Household

Articles.Desolation.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMIES IN
FRANCE, Sunday, October 20 (Havas).
.Douai, in its waste and desj^tion,
is a sad sight. Moving pictures of
the city should be taken so that the
world could see for itself sights which
cannot be described.
The streets are filled with furniture

and articles of all kinds. It might
be said that in Douai all the insane
asylums had' been opened and that
madmen in their fury had taken de¬
light in destroying everything. The
material losses are Incalculable.
The stained glass windows in the

Church of St. Peter have been smash¬
ed and the great organ has been
broken up. Religious ornaments were
found scattered aboat the floor of the
church. The. city hall, where the
German commandant had his quarters,
was pillaged and sacked. Most of the
paintings in the museum were taken
away, but fortunately the belfry was
undamaged.

The countries now arrayed against
